The experiments were con- 
ducted on his own farm at Merton in 
Norfolk on land which ordinarily 
rented at only $2.75 an acre. Arrange. 
ments were made with the revenue de- 
partment by which the government 
agreed to permit the experiments on 


being paid a duty reckoned at the rate 


$2.50 an acre. The seedlings are ob- 
tained from America. They were Vir- 
ginia, Big Frederick, Pennsylvania and 
Connecticut, the northern varieties be- 
ing selected as best adapted to resist- 
ing the uncertainties of the English 
climate. 

All the varieties succeeded well, arid 
after the leaves had been gathered and 
dried under expert supervision they 
were manufactured into cut tobacco, 
cigarettes and cigars. Encouraged by 
success achieved, a small deputation 
of growers waited on the then chancel- 
lor of the exchequer (Mr. Goschen), te 
whose department the various statis- 
tics of the crops obtained had been 
sent, and requested permission to cone 
tinue the experiments on a somewhat 
larger scale and on the same terms. 
But this permission was refused on the 
ground that the yield of the Merton 
crop would have brought to the exe 
chequor more than double the sum at 
which the duty had been compounded, 

So fearful were revenue authorities 
that further advantage might be taken 
of them thet they actually sent ine 
spectors to see that the stems of the 
old tebacco plants were burnt upon thé 
ground, lest they should be converted 
into snuff, or used, as advised by all 
tobacco growers to fertilize the land 
for a similar succeeding crop. 

In this fashion has England hereto- 
fore encouraged infant tndustries. But 
there is every probability that exten- 
sive experiments in the cultivation of 
tobacco eill be undertaken next year 
in England. If this is done it will be 
due largely to the agitation of the mate 
ter by Lord Walsingham, and the fact 
that there happens to be another pro- 
gressive peer, Lord Carrington, at the 
head of the board of agriculture. 

Lord Walsingham'’s country seat, 
Merton Hall. is a_ fine Elizabetham 
house, built in 1613, and thoroughly ree 
stored some sixty years ago. The origte 
nal buitdinge dates from the foure 
teenth century, and the park that suf- 
rounds it was the scene of the tragedy 
of the “Babes tn the Wood,” of nur- 
sery rame.

Decay of Ancient tnglish In- 
dustty Due fo Competion, 


Carpet Manufacturers at Kiddermin- 
ister Complain Bitterly That 
American Makers Are Un- 
derselling Them in 
England.

London, January 6.—One of the oldest ' 


of British industries, carpet-making 
which has its headquarters at Kidder- 
minster, is threatened with extinction. 
Foreign competition is proving too much 
for it, and especially American compecti- 
tion. With one or two exceptions, none 
of the many carpet-manufacturing com- 
panies established in the ancient city 
have paid a cent in dividends to holde:< 
of ordinary shares in the last 
seven years. 


short time; many of the operatives are 
out of employment: and from present 
indications the dwindling process is like- 
ly to continue unchecked. 

“It is the development of the American 
trade that is largely responsible for the 
falling off in our manufactures,” said 
John Brinton, head of one of the biggest 
companies in the trade, when I inter- 
viewed thim on the subject. ‘‘We used 
to send two-fifths of our product to the 
United States, up to the sixties, but now 
we send only small quantities of our best 
hand-woven goods to American million- 
aires who don’t mind paying the enormous 
duties, 

“Not content with barring us from tBeir 
home market by their high tariff, the 
American manufacturers are taking ad- 
vantage of the free access to our mar- 
ket by dumping their surplus stock on 
Great Britain. And our Frenoh and Ger- 
man manufacturers, whose goods are 
protected in their own lands, are playing 
the same game. 

“This dumping allows our foreign com- 
petitors to work their machinery to its 
fullest extent, and while selling the larg- 
est proportion at good prices in the land 
of manufacture, permits them to thrust 
the balance ar slaughtering prices 
Great Britain. 
carpets were sold by a large American 
firm in England lately at 2s 6 I-2d (63 
cents) per yard, the average price in New 
York being then actuafly 93 cents. Ours 
and similar British carpe\s of the same 
quality were then selling at 87 cents a 
yard. The rebate clause in the Amer- 
ican tariff allows the exporter a rebate 
equal to the duties he has. himself paid 
on the imported materials, forming a con- 
stituent part of the goods exported. This 
is an important factor, but even then 
these goods are sold under our cost price 
Bad trade here has been made worse by 
an advance of 300 per cent on woo] dur- 
ing the last 18 months—a rise due in 
the main to the operations of the Ameri- 
cans in the markets in which we pur- 


chase raw materials.” 


Wool has been woven in Kidderminster 
for the last 500 years. The first Brussels 
loom was imported from Flanders in 
4794, and from that date Kidderminster 
has been the headquarters of the Brus- 
sels. Axminster and Wilton carpet-mak- 
ing industry. The operatives are nearly 
all women—the proportion being about 
ten women to one man. In consequence, 
Kidderminster presents the novel spectacle 
of a town in which the feminine popula- 
tion outnumbers the male several times 
over. In no other city in the world do 
girls have such a hard time of it get- 
ting married. Those who get husbands 
generally have to support them. 

Many of the canpet manufacturers are 
clamoring for protection, but as the last 
general election showed, the vast majority 
of the voters are dead against the pol- 
icy. And while the trade of the coun- 
try, as a whole, {is better than ever be- 
fore, those industries in which good 
grounds for protection may be advanced 
will seek it in vain.

The dowager empress maintains 
strict surveillance of all officials 
of the court that it is impossible to ob- 
tain full details of the attempt. The 
official order has given out to 
deny the report, and yet a number of 
palace officials admit privately that 
the emperor tried to drown himself, 

According to a reliable informant, 
left his apartments late 
one night and attempted to commit cui- 
cide by throwing himself into the lake 
which adjoins the imperial palace in 
the Forbidden City. He was rescued 
by an attendant, and returned to the 
palace, where he !{s now more closely 
guarded than before. 

The emperor's seclusion 
to ill health, and the empress dowa- 
ger has informed several members of 
the diplomatic corps that he is unable 
to give audiences. 

Ever since the Boxer uprising the 
emperor has been completely dominated 
by the dowager empress. She has 
him practically a prisoner in his 
apartments, and while he has had ac- 
cess to all official reports and docu- 
ments, he has been unable to consult 
with governmental officials itndepend- 
ently of the empress. 

His majesty has protested frequently 
against his {solation, and has demand- 
ed the right to receive the diplomatic 
corps and government officials without 
the intervention of the dowager em- 
press The latter has replied that 
whenever the emperor shows that he 
fit to govern China alone she will 
cease to interfere with public affairs. 

The emperor has suffered from mel- 
ancholia in consequence of his en- 
forced seclusion, and his belief that 
dowager is constantly

The annals of diplomatic history 
abound in accounts of such imbroglics. 
It is very doubtful whether any diplomatic 
negotiations of importance since the ori- 
gin of statecraft have been conducted 
without feminine collaboration—avowed or 
occult. But their direct personal action 
in diplomacy has almost invariably been 
dangerous, seldom yielding solid results. 
Women are born diplomatists, because 
they are experts in the arts of dissimula- 
tion. But dissimulation alone will never 
make a esuccessful diplomatist. ‘There are, 
of course, a number of ambassadresses 
of exceptional intellectual power, who 
render their husbands signal service in 
their diplomatic functions, but they usuai- 
ly resembled those beautiful glowworms 
which shed around a brilliant light, while 
remaining themselves in obscurity. 


Some Famous Ambassadresses. 

Despite the temperamental gisqualifica- 
tions inherent to the sex, many iadies 
have been invested with ambassadorial 
rank, while thunareds have been privately 
employed on diplomatic missions by 
France, Russia, Germany and iingland. 
Great faith has always Deen displayed 
by Russian and French statesmen in the 
ability of clever and beautiful women to 
conduct delicate negotiations which would 
have necessarily baffled the skill of tne 
smartest diplomat. Ministers and diplo- 
mats are, after all, very Numan, and 
susceptible to the sort of influence wieid- 
ed by a captivating creature who plays 
on the chords of their vanity and ambi- 
tion as on a harp. 

French women, it will be found, have 
played a more prominent part in interna- 
tional diplomacy than those of any other 
nation, for reasons which will fairly 
obvious to those who have studied their 
temperament and noted certain special 
accomplishments which render them ideal 
instruments for diplomatic research in 
delicate circumstances. Students of his- 
tory will recall the names of many fa- 
mous ambassadresses—the beautiful Per- 
sian sent by the shah to the gultan. of 
Turkey; the countess of Koenigsmark, 
sent by the king of Poland to Cnharies 
the Twelfth of Sweden; Lady Temple, 
who negotiated a marriage destined to 
change the history of WPurope—tnhat be- 
tween William of Orange and Princess 
Mary; Lady Hamilton at the court of 
Naples, among others.

A CHAT ABOUT KING COTTON 
AND ITS CULTIVATION. 


A New Evolution in Plows Calcu- 
lated to Revolutionize Both the 
Cotton and Corn Growing Industry 
of the South, and Make the Farm- 
er His Own Master—Nothing Like 
It Since the Invention of the Cot- 
ton Gin by Eli Whitney—The True 
Blue Middle-Breaker Plow, Manu- 
fectured by the Henry F. Blount 
Plow Works, Evansville, Ind. 


The subject of successful farming in 
the south is so wide, so full of inspira- 
tion that it is difficult to determine 
where to commence and when to leave 
off. Imagine for a moment land, 20 
acres of which, by proper cultivation, 
will in a few years make the farmer in- 
dependent. Cotton has been the greatest 
stapie of the south for over one hun- 
dred years, and such it will dowbtless 
continue to be through the coming cen- 
tury. This is simply Saying that the 
Causes of cotton’s leadership in the nine- 
teenth century are still operative in the 
twentieth. As the causes. are climate 
and civilizafion to doubt their continu- 
ance would be like placing a time Iimit 
on the law of gravitation. Climate pro- 
duces the supply, civilization creates the 
demand, and together they constitute the 
factors of the southern farmer's pros- 
perity.

CHARACTER IN “HAMLET” 
ANCESTOR OF THIS BARON 


Special Cable. 
ONDON, January !2.—Baron Palle 
& Rosenkrantz, probably the m0Ost 
distinguished of contemporary 
Danish authors and playwrights, who is 
now in London, is a lineal descendant |} 
of that family whose name was borne 
by one of the courtiers in Shakespeare’s 
“‘Hamilet."" He traces his ancestry di- 
rectly from the learned Holger Rosen- 
krantz, who came to England as a mes- 
senger from the Danish king to his 
brother-in-law, King James I. This 
ancient representative of the family, 
though he undoubtedly fumished the 
great bard with a name, bore no re- 
semblance to the character ‘who cuts 
such a poor figure in the play. He was, 
in fact, a famous theological and class- 
ical author, and down to the present 
time members of the family have al- 
ways been noted either for their literary, 
scientific or artistic tastes. Their coat 
of arms, a chessboard held by two 
crowned lions, adorns many an old 
castle and manor in Denmark. 
Baron Rosenkrantz, appropriately 
enough as the bearer of such a name, 
was born at Elsinore, where the princi- 
pal scenes in “Hamlet” are laid. He is 
39 years old. He studied law, and, 
after a short term in the army, became 
& magistrate. But his strong feeling of 
independence made him ill at ease in the 
service of the state, and he left the 
bench to become a practicing lawyer. 
His first writigs, which appeared in 
newspapers, ‘were scathing attacks on 
the Danish system of administering jus- 
tice. His excursions in the realms of 
journalism led him into the pleasanter 
fields of literature and the drama, In 
the course of eight years he hag pro- 
duced fifteen novels and seven plays, 
Of his books the most notable is 
“Royal Love,"’ written in 1902, which 
tells the stogy of Henry VIII and the 
ill-fated Anne Boleyn, founded on a his- 
torical study of the period and unpub- 
lished letters and documents.

Report to Humane Society. 
Atlanta, Ga., January 12, 1907.—Cap- 
tain J. F. Burke, President Humane 
Society—Dear Sir: In submitting our an- 
nual report ending December 31, 1906, 
we desire to call your attention to the 
fact that in the past our society has 
been laboring under many disadvantages; 
in the first place, we have no funds or 
resources to maintain the institution. To 
rectify this matter, we dgem it wise and 
advisable at this time, as our present 
mayor has expressed in his initiatory 
message: ‘A’ space touching upon the 
cruelty of animals,’ and We commend 
him for his thoughtfulness, and we are 
sure that the sentiment of his ex pres- 
slons carries with it a willingness to as- 
Sist this noble cause in all its under- 
takings, and fo promote the welfare and 
interest of this society, and to leminate, 
as much as possible, the cruel  treat- 
ment that is daily practiceq in the 
city of Atlanta by malicious drivers, and 
often through the knowledge of the 
Owners themselves.

Senator Says President Is Ae- 


rage Which ie Punished, 
DISCHARGE OF NEGROES 


While Condemning Roosevelt, Till- 
man Made His Anti-Negro Feel- 
ing Very Clear—Debate Took 
‘Wide Range, Involving 
Race Question in 
the South. 


By John Corrigan. , 
Washington, January  1|2.—(Special.)— 
Senator Tillman’s speech in the senate 
today denouncing the president for ~his 
action in discharging the negro battalion 
was one of the most bitter ang vengeful 
phillippics delivered this year in con- 
gress. The senator from South Caro- 
lina approacheg his old form. He quiv- 
ered with passion, he let fly thirteen- 
inch shells against democratic colleagues 
as well as against the enemy. He was 
merciless in his criticism and bitterly 
sarcastic in rejoinder. The speech stirred 
up a hornet’s nest and crowded the 
chamber and the senate galleries to their 
utmost capacity. It revived the race 
question. The packed galleries, filled wif® 
a liberal sprinkling of negroes, listened 
intently and once broke into applause 
that provoked a stern reprimand from 
the vice president, 

Senator Tillman insisted that the in- 
tense interest over the Brownsville out- 
rage grew out of the fact that ft was a 
feature of the race question, and he gave 
expression to views on this subject that 
aroused the senior senator from In- 
diana (Mr. Beveridge) to ask in vain 
what is the remedy ‘for the problem, and 
also brought Senator Patterson of Colo- 
rado, to his feet for a lengthy criticism 
of the whole’ south and its public men 
for the views to which Senator Tillman 
hag given expression on the floor and 
recently in platform addresses, 

Discussion Reached Lynching. 

The discussion extended to lynching 
and the atmosphere of the senate cham- 
ber became superheated and a feeling of 
tense expectancy was manifest, but noth- 
img occurred on the floor and the rules 
of parliamentary procedure were ob- 
served throughout. 

Several southern senatwes took excep- 
tion to Senator Tillman’s attitude on 
this question and declared that antipathy 
to the president led him to take an ex- 
treme view of the Brownsville affair. 
While unwilling to be quoted, one sena- 
tor declared quite positively today his 
belief that Senator Tillman's speech 
could not possibly result in any good to 
the south. Its effect in bringing the 
race question needlessly to the fore ir 
this connection let loose a flood of criti 
Cism and abuse of the south leveled 
against its election laws, its disfranchise- 
ment measures ang its lynchings that 
caused a good deal of bad feeling. True, 
the southerners forced the admission 
that there had been lynchings in Colo- 
rado and other sections of the ‘union, ang 
that horse thieves were until a few 
years ago [ynched in Wyoming, but the 
whole thing only stirred up bitterness, 
and the rejoinders of Senator Tillman, 
while they illustrated his skill at re

Governor Vardaman, of Mississippi, 
and Governor ‘Hoke Smith, of Georgia, 
had made the same declarations and 
there was rapidly being organized a senti- 
ment toward uniting the people of the 
north and south in the repeal of these 
constitutional provisions and which would 
result in a practical return to peonage for 
the negro. 

Tillman Invites Patterson South. 

Asserting that Mr. Patterson had never 
been in the “black belt’ of Alabama or 
Mississippi, Mr. Tillman suggested that 
it might be well for him to go there ‘‘and 
learn something.” 

Both Mr. Patterson and Mr. Tillman 
agreed that the colonization of the négro 
was not the solution, but Mr. Tillman 
complained when Mr. Patterson insisted 
that the reason Senator Tillman would 
not agree to have the negroes deported 
was one of selfishness because of the 
value of the negro as a laborer rather 
than, as Mr. Tillman had just explained, 
one of extreme cruelty to the negro. 

“I am sorry the senator cannot give 
me credit for a disinterested and hon- 
est statement,” retorted Mr. Tillman. He 
added that the race question in the near 
future would be appalling. ‘‘And unless 
something is done to undo the mistakes 
of the past, a struggle between the races 
is inevitable, and when the two races 
get at each other’s throats, those who 
now stand off and theorize about it will 
not be present at the throat-cutting.”’ 

When Mr. Patterson explained that his 
purpose was to correctly state the posi- 
tion of the northern democrat as opposed 
to the raficalism expressed. Mr. Tillman 
ejaculated, ‘“‘Even if there should never 
be another democrat elected from the 
north, the people of the south will still 
stand for white supremacy.” 

Galleries Cheered Tillman, 

This sentiment brought applause from 
the galleries. 

Mr. Patterson maintained that the dis- 
franchisement of the negro simply meant 
a return to peonage. 

“But,” again interrupted Mr, Tillman, 
“the senator wants us of the south to --It 
ourselves over the fence with our bDoot- 
straps. We could not do that, Dut we got 
over the best way we could.’ In*® this 
connection he explained the operation of 
the suffrage qualificationg of his state, 
which was followed by the reading by 
Mr. Patterson of extracts from a recent 
lecture by Mr. Tillman, in which tne 
educational and understanding clause of 
the constitution of hig state were eéx- 
plained to operate to bar negroes from 
voting. 

Mr. ‘Willman said there was nothing in 
what haq been set forth justifying force 
and murder. So far as he was concerned, 
he did not care whether the people of 
Colorado liked the process or not. 

As this law was said to have been bor- 
rowed from Mississippi, Senator Money 
explained that it was not the educational 
clause, but the failure of the negro to 
pay poll tax in Mississippi, which de- 
barred him from the ballot, 

Mr. Paterson continued, insisting that 
in his belief only a very small minority 
of the people of the south were in sym- 
pathy with the view expressed; that the 
better element was decidedly against such 
methods, and he did not believe the peo- 
ple of the north were getting a correct 
idea of the real situation from lectures 
delivered in northern cities by prominent 
southerners, 

Tillman’s Hot Challenge. 

Mr. Tillman took this reference to apply 

to himself, and asserted that he had 


epoken to a hundred thousand northern 
people in his lectures, and that he had 
received applause and approbation. 4...e 
character of his audiences, he said, in- 
dicated that he was addressing the bet- 
ter element. He concluded his interrup- 
tion by issuing a challenge to Senator 
Patterson to .debate the race question 
with him in Colorado at any time or 
place. Mr. Patterson declined the invi- 


tation to debate, and said he only wished; 


to point out that both the people of tne 
south and the democrats of the north had 
to bear the odium and burden of such 
utterances entailed. This drew a hot re- 
tort from Mr. Tillman. 

“So far,” he said, “ag my own party is 
concerned in the north, it is a shining 
example of ward politicians, dirty, low 
creatures, who use every tactic and all 
means to buy votes, that I don’t care 
if we never have any of that type io 
hack us up. We have got no use for 
them.”’ 

After the applause in the galleries had 
died out and the vice president had 
warned the audience against applause, 
Mr. Patterson remarked: 

‘I will not reply in any way to the last 
utterance of the senator from South Car- 
olina.”’ . 


Patterson on Lynching. 

Mr. Patterson then took up the sub- 
ject of criminal assaults and lynchings 
and read atatistics showing that there 
had been seventy-three lynchings during 
the year 1906. 

Thirty-four of these lynchings, he said, 
were for criminal assaults, and this num- 
ber did not bear out the impression made 
prevalent by the constant denunciation 
of this crime, especially when it was 
realized that there Were more than ten 
million negroes in this country.

When Mr. Patterson read the statis- 
tics of lynching by states shoiwng that 
five lynchings had occurred during the 
year in South Carolina, Senator Tillman 
was on his feet and exclaimed, “‘And as 
long as negroes continue to ravish white 
women, we will continue to lynch them.” 

“If I had supposed I would have pro- 
vokeg such an utterances as that from 
the senator, I would have omitted South 
Carolina,’ exclaimed Mr. Patterson. 

Mr. Money believed Mr. ‘Patterson had 
allowed his imagination to get the better 
of him in presenting lawless conditions

In 1905 the 
output was 1,131, containing 171,039 
pages. “Obviously the volume of offi- 
cia} publications has reached such enor- 
mous proportions under present condi- 
tions that kt is a burden upon the _ re- 

sources of the government.” 

By the act of 1895 congress authorized 
the sale of public documents at a mod- 
erate price, but the system has proved 
a failure as a financial venture, and will 
mot be successful as long as the public 
can secure the volumes from senators 
and representatives gratis. The sale of 
documents during the fiscal year of 
1905 yielded only $13,700, while the di-

Whether the fuse was lit prematurely 
as some complain, or whether it failed 
to reach thé powder, the result is the 
same. The bomb failed to lift Leade: 
Willlams, and-the _ spluttering fuse, 
which attracted the starled attention 
of political circles yesterday, has 
burned itself out. 

Champ Clark, the man upon whom 
the opposition fixed to carry out their 
plans ta defeat Williams, has refused 
to enter the contest against his friend, 
and there is probably no one else who 
it is believed now, muster any 
considerable stren.th ina fight for the 
leadership. Williams has enemies, and 
very outspoken opponents in the ranks 
of his own party, but the overwhel- 
ming opposition which was announced 
yesterday afternoon, as being lined up 
against him, has not materialized. 

Tt was stated that many votes had 
been pledged for his opponent among 
the delegations from Georgia, Alabama, 
Texas, Mississippi, Louisiana, Florida 
and Kentucky, with some from Illinois 
and Indiana.
